- Washington, March 11—(/)—Tales 
of horror, degradation and poverity in 
.the Pittsburgh and central Pennsy)- 
vania coal regions are related in the 
report made to the senate interstate 
commerce committee today by its sub- 
committeé, which recently inspected 
that area. 

A “region of terfor’” was found at 
the Broughton, Pa., mine of the Pitts- 
burgh Terminal Coal corporation, said 
the report. Women were found by the 
committee to be “still nervous from 
the shooting up of their homes.” 
Miners’ wives at Bruceton, Pa., testi- 
fied. that their homes had been “shot 
up.” 

Mrs. Clarissa Englert, of Brough- 
ton, Pa., “told the story of the iron 
and coal police shooting into a group 
of school children,” the report con- 
tinued, “and the brutality of the coal 
and iron police shocked every member 
of the committee.” 

Joe Lubresky, of Harmaville, Pa., 
is quoted in the report as testifying 


that he and.wife had been. evicted | 


from their home owned by the Pitts- 
burgh Coal company when both were 


ill, being forced to move into union 
barracks, which were unheated at the 
time, and that his wife died six days 


later. 
Police Attack Girls. 
Mrs. ‘Eva Barr; of Pricedale, Pa., 
who appeared before the senate inves- 


tigating committee yesterday, told the: 


subcommittee that her eight children 

“were generally in rags,” because the 
$4.08 a day earned by her husband in 
the Pittsburgh Coal company mines 
all went for food. 

“Men and women were running 
wild” in Pricedale, said the report, in 
condemning the authorities for not 
seeking to curb the “demoralized” con- 
ditions. Members of the coal and ‘iron 
police there were accused by witnesses 
before the subcommittee of taking 
young girls away from their home and 
attacking them. 

In submitting its findings, the sub- 
committee—through Chairman Good- 
ing, republican, Idaho—recommended 
that the present investigation of the 
bituminous industry “be searching 
and severe in every detail looking for- 
ward to some solution by legislation 
that will put the great coal industry 
of America on a reasonably prosper- 
ous basis.” 

While finding fault with the atti- 
tude of some operators and denounc- 
ing the system of coal and iron. police 
in strong language, the report said 
the committee “was impressed with 
the courage and determination of the 
miners to stand up for what they be- 
lieved was their due, an American 
wage, making possible an American 
standard of living.”

Consider the case of the asparagus 
tip, for, truly, it merits considera-

Figures compiled by the United 
States department of agriculture in 
Atlanta show that in 1927 4,900 Geor- 
gia acres in the vicinity of Marshall- 
ville and Fort Valley yielded 118,000 
twenty-four pound crates of asparagus 
which were marketed for $451,000. In 
1928—and the crop will begin to move 
about March 155,640 acres are ex- 
pected to provide the growers with 
something more than a half million 
dollars in gross revenue. 

On the basis of the 1927 figures, 
asparagus is worth slightly over $92 
per acre to the farmer. Speculate on 
that! There are 25,414,000 acres of 
available farm land in Georgia. The 
total value of farm products raised 
in Georgia in 1927, according to the 
Georgia department of agriculture, 
was, $250,000,000.

Three Women Are Found 
Slain in Family Home at 
San Angelo; Missing 
Chauffeur Suspected. 


Sen Angélo; Texas., Mareh.Lle—P) 
The bodies of Mrs. J. W. Juergen, her 
daughter Myrna, 12, and Mrs. Juar- 
gen’s mother were found in the Juer- 
gen home:-nere today. The three had 
been hacked to death, apparently with 
an axe, and the decomposed condition 
of the bodies “indicated the slaying 
occurred a week ago. 

A warrant charging Newt Burns, 
chauffeur for the Juergen family, 
with the murders, has been issued. 
Burns is missing, along with the fam- 
ily automobile. 


A neighbor who called at the Juer- 
en home today found it lecked. Po- 
ice who were called forced entrance 
and discovered the badly mutilated 
bodies. The hacked body of the girl 
had been: impaled on the post of a 
bed. 

Burns was last seen on Tuesday, 
March 6, when he borrowed two dol- 
lars from Hugh Allen, a_ neighbor. 
Mrs. Juergen was last seen the Sat- 
urday precedthg, in company with 
her mother and Burns. 

Mr. Juergen, an office employee of 
the Big Lake Oil company near here, 
and Burns called at a Catholic school 
here for the girls Friday afternoon, 
March 2. The girl told a teacher that 
she would be absent about three days. 
Juergen, who has ben at the Big 
Lake Oil company since, was tele- 
phoned ‘today and started home im- 
mediately. He said he had telephoned 
his family several times but had been 
unable to get them. 

The Juergen family and Burns 
came here four years ago from Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.

Fear that Rev. Herbert D. Young, 
42, pastor of the Central Baptist 
church, of Waycross, Ga., is some- 
where wandering, out of his mind and 
incapable of disclosing his proper 
identity, was advanced Sunday night 
bysrelatives in, Waycross following his 
‘strange disappearance in Atlanta on 
March 3. 

The theory of relatives is that Rev. 
Mr. Young is a victim of amnesia. 
While no similar lapse had ever been 
experienced by him, as far as was 
made known, he collapsed on Febru- 
ary 22 following prayer meetiug in his 
church in Waycross. At the time he 
left Waycross for Atlanta, Thursday, 
March 1, he was sufferlIng with head- 
aches and other ailments, relatives 
said. 

It was disclosed that Mr. Young 
came to Atlanta to attend the annual 
Bible conference at the Baptist Tab- 
ernacle, arriving March 1. He reg- 
istered at a local hotel, and the fol- 
lowing day moved to the Y. M. C. A. 
He telephoned a sister-in-law, Miss 
Eunice McCrae, of 240 Washington 
street, telling her that he would call 
to see her the next day. The call 
was never made. 


Paid Bill, Disappears. 


He then wrote his wife that he had 
taken her watch to an Atlanta jew- 
eler for repairs. He also told his 
wife that he would visit his daughter, 
Miss Dorothy Young, in Columbus, 
Ga., another visit which was never 
made.

Captain Says Steamer 
Robert E. Lee Was Go- 
ing at Full Speed When 
Rocks Were Hit. 


Plymouth, Mass., March 11.—(4)— 
A faulty compass was the principal 
reason why the steamer Robert E. Lee 
ran aground on Mary Ann rocks on 
her way from Boston to New York 
Friday night, her master, Captain 
Harland W. Robinson, said today. 
Severe weather and snow in the pilot 
house were given by him as the cause 
for the compass changing. 

Captain Robinson came here from 
Boston to remain at the scene of the 
mishap. Meanwhile, the Robert HE. 
Lee, from which its passengers and 


remained on the. rocks a mile off 
Manomet Point. An examination was 
made to determine the damage.

Tentative plans of the Eastern Steam- 
ship company, owners of the boat, 
were to repair the*bhull and pull her 
off the rocks at high tide. 

Gaptain Robinson said that the 
Robert E. Lee was going at full speed 
when she struck the rocks. He said 
he was on the bridge at the time and 
had not seen the signal which the 
Manomet coast guard station sent up 
a short time before the ship grounded. 

“The windows of the , pilot house 
were covered with snow,” the captain 
said. “Visibility was about a mile 
and a quarter. We were watching 
for the buoy off Mary Ann roe 
but did not see it. Neither did we 
see the coast signal. 

“We were going at full speed when 
suddenly we struck a rock. We clear- 
ed it but struck four more in rapid 
succession and we stafted to ship 
water on our starboard side. By that 
time we were firmly on the rocks. 

“We were.able to see the heliograph 
signals from the coast guard station 
but we could not answer them be- 
cause our emergency generator was

Rescue Parties Believe‘an 
Additional Hundred 
Bodies Lie Beneath 
Mountain of Stone. 


Santos, Brazil, March 11.—A new 
slide on Mount Serrat, on the side 
opposite that where thousands of tons 
crashed down upon the city yester- 
day, today caused a panic among res- 
idents of the area: bordering on the 
mountain. No injuries were reported, 

Following the disaster of yester- 
day, which took a toll of 100 known 
dead with many others missing, the 
police ordered all persons from houses 
neat the mountain, which the city 
surrounds on three sides. ‘To this 
precaution was attributed the escape 
of all when the rushing mass of earth 
and rocks today crushed nine houses. 


Today’s avalanche was not as se- 
vere aS that which took the eity by 
surprise yesterday when in the early 
morning it blotted out many houses 
in which whole families were sleeping. 

Tonight the authorities said that 
it still was impossible to place an ac- 
curate estimate. on the number of 
dead. They pointed out’ that so huge 
was the mass of earth which buried 
the stricken area that many of the 
bodies probably would never be re- 
covered. 

The work of excavating the ruins 
continued without a halt with more 
than 1,500 volunteers and public em- 
ployees engaged in the task. The 
workers wer: spurred on by the find- 
ing of a few victims who still lived 
although they were terribly crushed. 
The police are maintaining the strict- 
est supervision of the entire area to 
prevent further casualties in event of 
new slides. Besides clearing homes 
in the vicinity of their inhabitants,

Lovisvrille, Ga, Match ~}4;--¢Spe- on 
cial.)—Brigadier General Walter 8. 
Jones, ‘assistant adjutant United 
Confederate Veterans, prominent and 
beloved citizen, died here Sunday. 
Although a native of Virginia he 
had made Louisville his home for 20 
years with his daughter, Mrs. 8. T. R. 
Revell. 

He was born in Virginia April 29, 
1847, and was graduated from V. M. 
I. in the class of 1864. During the 
war of the sixties he fought under 
General Breckenridge and was com- 
missioned captain in February, 1865. 


He was wounded in the battle of 
New Market and was probably the 
last of the wounded cadets that was 
removed frem the battlefield by old 
Mother Crimm, who is now upwards 
of 90, 

He surrendered near Washington. 
Ga., on the Savannah river, in 1865 
and was paroled.. He later entered 
the University of Virginia and studied 
law, practicing for some time at Bed- 
ford, Va. He gave up his law prac- 
tice years ago. He was a loyal Con- 
federate and had net missed, a: re- 
union in years. 

He was always instrumental in 
securing funds to enable some of his 
old comrades to attend the reunions 
with him, his desire being to give 
them pleasure.

Meanwhile reassuring word came 
from Cairo through Sheik Hafiz Wabh- 
ba, who, acting in behalf of Ibn 
Saud, had tried to pacify he tribes-

the frontier tribes. 

The trouble between the British 
government and Ibn Saud, if trouble 
there is, probably arises out of the 
preemption of ‘watering places and 
wells along the border for military 
purposes and the construction of -.urts. 
The treaties signed between the two 
governments made provision against 
this, and the British are charged with 
having violated the treaties in this 
respect. The tribesmen have resented 
anything like encroachment and in 
reprisal there have been air raids 
against them. ' 

Great Britain has been paying Ibn 

Saud a large annuity, partly for his 
assistance in the great war and partly 
in return fur his promise to respect 
the boundaries of Irak and Transjor- 
dania, both of which countries are 
of the utmost strategical importance 
in keeping open the road to India, 
as well as safeguarding Palestine. 
_ The British do not forget the hard 
fighting between the French and the 
Druses in Syria and therefore are try- 
ing te solve the difficulties by diplo- 
matic means. A diplomatic settle- 
ment is considered by liberal English 
opinion quite possible, and Sir Gilbert 
Clayton, who negotiated the treaty 
with Ibn Saud in 1927 may, if the 
necessity arises, proceed to Arabia as 
mediator. 

Egypt also presented a problem for 
the British government to solve. The 
{gyptian parliament rejected the pro- 
posed treaty negotiated by Sarwat 
Pasha,. the premier, and Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, the British foreign minv- 
ister. Then Sarwat Pasha resigned 
his office for “reasons of health.”

Lord Lloyd, next presented a _ note 
to the Egyptian government setting 
forth British objections to recent leg- 
islation, which, it was stated, tended 
to weaken British authority. 

In’ May. 1910, Theodore Roosevelt, 
returning from his South African trip, 
bearded the British lion in his Guild- 
hall. He lectured England on her 
policy in Egypt. In effect he said: 
“Govern or get out.” | 

His words were soft 
ing credit to Great Britian for ac- 
cording Egypt the best government 
that country had had in 2,000 years, 
but in certain vital points, he de- 
clared, it had erred. 

“Sentimentality,” said the former 
president of the United States, “is 
the most broken reed ‘upon which 
righteousness can lean. Either you 
have or you have not the right to re- 
main in Egypt, and establish and 
keep order. If you have not the right 
and have not the desire to keep or- 
der, then by al] means get out. But 
if, as I hope, you feel that yéur duty

RAIL MERGERS SEEN. 
The house committee on inter- 
state commerce has been holding 


hearings for several weeks on the 


Parker bill which provides the au- 
thorization of the commission to 
approve voluntary mergers of rail- 
road properties, either by consoli- 
dation or otherwise ahd on condi- 
tions to be approved by the com- 
mission. 

In the meantime, without waiting 
for congressional action, four of the 
largest eastern systems are reported 
to be getting together, which would 
cause a realignment of the rail- 
roads in an extensive eastern ter- 
ritory. 

Discussing the situation, the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger says: 

“The Pennsylvania, New York 
Central, Baltimore & Ohio and the 
Van Sweringen interests would 
strengthen each of these trunk-line 
systems by apportioning among them 
smaller but in many instances im- 
portant railroads to which they are 
logically related by reason of loca- 
tion and other considerations. The 
immediate result would be to estab- 
lish the four-system merger ‘plan, defi- 
nitely ending the project of Mr. Lo- 
ree, of the Delaware & Hudson, for a 
fifth trunk line.” 


It will be recalled that President 
Coolidge originally proposed to ap- 
ply compulsion “in order to in- 
crease the efficiency of transporta- 
tion and decrease its cost to the 
shipper.” In his last message, 
however, the president apparently 
abandoned the compulsory program 
but .urged the encouragement of 
unification. 

When the compulsion suggestion 


_was first made by the executive it 


was difficult to believe that great 
competing railroad interests could 
ever compose differences and come 


to any kind of an amicable agree- 


ment regarded as fair to all, and by 
the same token fair to the shippers. 

Now it appears that a forward 
stép toward unification is being 
taken. 

The question of importance now 
is whether the agreement will be 
beneficial to public interest. The 
principle is good. But we must not 
overlook the fact that two years ago 
the interstate commission blocked 


the proposed Van Sweringen mer- | 


ger because its plans of financing 
was regarded as unfair to the public 
and to the minority shareholders. 
This latest move must be closely 
studied in the light of public in- 
terest. If costly competition can be 
eliminated, the community services 
bettered, and the public’s interests 
not only conserved but materially 
advanced, then it is possible that 
we are approaching, without com- 
pulsion, the goal sought by the

Anyone 
familiar with the marketing of cot- 
ton, however, knows that the New 
York and New Orleans exchanges 
constitute the balancing influence 
that stabilizes cotton prices accord- 
ing to grade and staple. While 
gambling in cotton or in any other 
commodity should not be encour- 
aged, the legitimate trading in cot- 
ton for actual future deliveries op- 
erates to the best advantage of the 
producers. Otherwise they would 
be subjected to group interests that 


disadvantage. There are times when 
hedging is essential, both to pro- 
ducing and spinning interests. 

The alleged concentration of cot- 
ton for market manipulations is 
more of a political than of an eco- 
nomic interest. Cotton is visible. 
The statistics are definite. It mat- 
ters not where the cotton is stored 
if it is a carry-over the trade will 
know it, and the market will be gov- 
erned accordingly. Perhaps in the 
whole political gridiron there is not 
so much football playing as with 
the cotton farmers. What they need 
is less legislation and more determi- 
nation among themselves to culti- 
vate intensively and to grow a long- 
er and better marketable staple. The 
fact is, Georgia mills import moré 
than 50 per cent of the cotton con- 
sumed on account of the fact that 
the Georgia staple is largely seven- 
eighths of an inch, whereas it should 
be fifteen-sixteenths or more. 

Let the cotton farmer alone in 
so far as legitimate contract trading 
is concerned and the situation will 
improve. Unrest as to possible leg- 
islation always causes depression. 


GEORGIA COMMODITIES. 
Georgia is the fifth state in the 
union in the shipment oz fruits. It 
leads all ‘states in the commerciali- 
zation of peaches and watermelons. 


California holds the lead with 
180,741 cars in 1927. 

Florida is’ second on account of 
her great citrus industry. 

Washington is third with apples. 

New York comes next with mis- 
cellaneous fruits, and Géeorgia 1s 
néxt. 

Virginia, with apples and peaches, 
follows Georgia. 


In these six states three tourths, 
of the total shipments of fresh fruits | 


originate. 

It may be interésting to know 
that Virginia leads in the shipment 
of sweet potatoes although Georgia 
yams aré not only standard in the 
American markets but bring a pre- 
mium when properly graded on ac- 
count of their superiority. 

Sweet potatoes bring prices that 
guarantee profits to producers. — 

Their production is more prof- 
itable than the production of cot- 
ton, on the basis of the average 
acreage. 

There is not a county in the state 
that is not adapted to sweet potato 
production. It is the fault of Geor- 
gia farmers, therefore, that Virginia 
leads in the commercial marketing 
of this product. 

California leads in grapes, pears, 
plums and cantaloupés. Most of 
these commodities are sold in the 
eastern markets after rail shipments 
across the continent. 

Georgia can produce any and all 
of these commodities as well or bet- 
ter than California. Indeed the 
Georgia cantaloupe, like the Geor- 
gia watermelon, brings a premium 
by reason of superiority.

Ours has those quali- 
ties in more moderate volumes, but 
ours also is more ingrained in our 
mental and spiritual system. 

On occasions we can cheer as vocif- 
erously any other other people and can 
fla#-wave with the wildest of them. 
But ordinarily we are too busy with 
building up the substantial things 
that the flag stands for than to be 
constantly toting it around and yell- 
ing over it. We sometimes misuse 
the flag, but we are always ready 
to defend it. 

We are fond of boasting, but not 
nearly so much as are the British, 
the French and the Dutch. We do 
enjoy the parade and the purchases 
of our wealth, but not more so than 
the nations above named, and others 
such as Japan and reviving Germany. 

But when it comes to helping the 
world with our sympathy and our 
money in seasons of either physical 
or economie distress, what nation in 
all the history of mankind, has ever 
been more prompt and generous: than 
ours? 

There is no need to specify the 
numerous instances. They are known 
and read of all men. And many of 
the noblest of our humanities have 
been given to peoples who afterwards 
mocked us with examples of ingrati- 
tude. Yet such exhibitions have not 
dampened the ardors of our altruism. 

Not long since I was invited to oc- 
cupy the pulpit of a church’in a Flor- 
ida citv. A beautiful silk stand of 
the national ensign flanked the pulpit. 
Although it was on the wrong side— 
the left side, there being no preferred 
church flag on the right—it neverthe- 
less was the sign of the constant pa- 
triotism of that religious congrega- 
tion. 

Recently, in Atlanta, in the ledge 
room of the fraternal order to which 
I have belonged for more than half 
a century, the national flag was for- 
mally paraded, saluted and stationed 
at the right of the presiding officer, 
just as has happened in every lodge 
meeting of the order since its founda- 
tion, the world over. 

A country is in pretty safe keeping 
when faith and fraternity exalt the 
flag and all it symbolizes.

THE PREVENTION OF HEMOR- 
RHOID 


The victim's guess that his trouble 
is “bleeding piles” is correct in six 
cases and wrong in four cases out 
of ten. If the sufferer guesses 
the trouble just painful “piles” he is 
wrong in six cases and right in four 
cases out of ten. When he guesses it 
is “itching piles” he is wrong in nine 
cases out of ten. When one endeavors 
to worry along without benefit of 
proper examination this policy of 
guessing about such a_ condition is 
downright foolish if one assumes it is 
“itching piles’—because there is no 
such eondition: needlessly painful if 
one believes it is an “attack” of piles; 
‘dangerous if one guess it is “bleeding 

iles,” 
\P Should you fail to see the logic or 
i sense in this argument, you will agree 

at any rate that it would be silly to 
expect a pile treatment or pile cure 
| to do.any good if the person using the 
treatment or cure has no piles. Well, 
that’s precisely why pile treatment 1s 
a disappointment in at least half of 
all cases of alleged “piles.” 

In order to prevent piles or hem- 
orrhoids it is necessary to understand 
first what pile or hemorrhoid means, 
what it is, and next what causes it, 

Briefly, pile or hemorrhoid means 
varicose veins swelling, dilation, en- 
largement of a section of the inferior 
hemorrhoidal vein. a network of veins 
in the wall of the last inch or so of the 
intestine. Just why the veins in this 
situation are subject to varicosity 1s 
as difficult to explain as is varicosity 
in the veins of the leg without advert- 
ing to comparative anatomy and evolu- 
tion.

_ London, March 11.—(United News) 
Storms and a cold wave swept the 
British Isles, Europe, and Japan to- 
mf causing death and destruction. 

nited News dispatches from Tokio 
said four steamers, including the 3.,- 
226-ton freighter Koryu Maru, were 
believed to have sunk off Chosi, Japan. 
More than 150 sailors were believed 
to have been drowned, but the Korvu 
Maru crew of 43 was saved. The 
freighter was split amidships but no 
trace of the other three vessels could 
be found by airplanes. 

A three-masted sailor ran aground 
near Deal, Eng. and an Italian 
achooner went adrift ih a fierce gale 
in the Mediterranean, near Algiers. 
"The crews of these two ships were 
rescued. 

The pilot and mechanic of a French 
eargo-carrier airplane were killed to- 
day when the machine plunged  .uto 
the English channel off Cape Gris 
Nez, France. 

Two persons died in Kugland be- 
eause of the intense cold. Heavy 
snows were reported in England and 
France. 

Japanese destroyers were unable to 
approach the spots where three of the 
four vessels went down in Japanese 
waters because of heavy gales and 
high secs. Airplanes were sent out to 
find the vessels but only the Koryu 
* Marv was located. 

Rescue crews were immediately sent 
out to take off the freighter’s crew. 
Despite adverse conditions, the 45 men 
were saved. 

Off Algiers a schooner belonging to 
a Rome shipowner drifted in a gale 
described as the fiercest of the win- 
ter. A French steamer rescued the 
crew and towed the vessel to port. 

France Feels Blasts. 

An unknown three-masted 
vessel went ashore off Girdler 
near Deal, in a terrific storm. 

Reports from interior England said 
that Bakewell, in Derbyshire, had ex- 
perienced the heaviest snowfall in 
many years.

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Diedalipern in Oil Bavnets 
Increase Their Efficiency 


The constant improvements and de- 
velopments in automatic oil burners 
is attracting the serious attention of 
the. architects and builders in all 
parts of this country, and thousands 
and thousands of these oil burners 
are being installed in new buildings 
as well as old buildings and homes. 

One of the most important develop- 
ments in the seience of oil burning 
was made when the angular vane noz- 
zie was brought out by the W. S. 
Ray Manufacturing company in con- 
neetion with its system of rotary at- 
omization. In the older type of ma- 
chines, the air furnished for combus- 
tion needs in the furnace was project- 
ed in a line parallel to the axis of the 
machine and surrounded the atomiz- 
ing cup. This method was known as 
the straight shot or straight vane 
nozzle and was only used in small 
high and low pressure installations. It 
still may be used in various types of 
industrial work where narrow fire 
boses are necessary to meet special 
industrial requirements. 

In the usual type of burner in- 
stallations, however, where modern 
practice has found large combustion 
spaces and rapid firing to give higher 
efficiency than heretofore expected, 
the angylar vane nozzle, in conjunc- 
tion w rotary atomizing cup, has 
shown its great superiority over the 
former type and justified the high 
expectations of its designer and orig- 
inator. 

The rotary atomizing cup first me- 
chanically reduces the inflowing oil 
to a thin film by centrifugal force, 
which presses the oil tight, no mat- 
ter how heavy or light, against the 
cup through the speed of rotation, 
which speed varies from 900 to 3,600 
feet per minute, depending. on the 
size of the burner. The oil leaves 
the cup at this speed in a tangetical 
direction and is met by an impact 
of air from ‘the fan, driven at an 
angle in the opposite direction, which 
angle can. be varied to suit the re- 
quirements of the furnace and the oil 
film is reduced to almost mist-like 
particles, 


The result of this combjmation is 
that the very finest of oil atomiza- 
tion takes place. directly at the ‘tip 
of the cup, which atomized oil ignites 
at once and the actual burning com- 
mences immediately at this point in 
the furnace. ¢ ‘The low ‘pressure air 
introduced by the fan in an angular 
direction does not force the = fuel 
away from the atomizing cup before 
it ignites, and compel the combustion 
to take place in the rear of the fur- 


‘nace or in the fire tubes or boiler 


passes beyond. 

This burning of fuel, sprayed at 
any desired angle to completely fill 
the front of the furnace, develops the 
use of heating: surfaces in the parts. of 
boilers that in many cases are of lit- 
tle heating value in other types of 
installations and allows combustion 
of all fuel to take place before it 
strikes against any surfaces that 
would prevent if from reaching proper 
temperature for ignition. 

The combination of rotary atomiza- 
tion cup and the angular vane nozzle 
now used with the Ray equipment 
fulfill to the letter the basic first 
law of oil burning, namely, that fine 
mist-like atomization must be obtain- 
ed to burn oil efficiently. . But it goes 
further in the interest of economy by 
beginning that combustion immedi- 
ately in the front of the furnace and 
making use of all intended heating 
surface, Given a proper volume of 
combustion space and sufficient re- 
fractory areas properly placed to 
sustain ignition temperatures, the Ray 
rotary burner equipped with angular 
vane nozzles and automatic air and 
draft controls properly adjusted, will

Nearly a million cars of fruits and 
yegetables move annually over the 
railways of the country. This is 
brought out in a report by the bu- 
rean of railway economics. made pub- 
lic by railway executives in Atlanta 
Saturday. . 

The report covers the rail move- 
ment of the principal fresh fruits and 
vegetables in the United States dur- 


ing the years 1924, 1925 and 1926. It 
deals with: 33 items of commodities, 16 
of which are fruits and 17 are vege- 
tables, 

The states leading in shipments -f 
fruits in order named are California 
avernge 180.741 cars annuall:y Flori 
da, 54.234 cars: Washington »** ‘+. 
40.574 cars: New York state, 35.- 
633 ears: Georgia, 32.517 cars, and 
Virginia, 14.580 ears, aprovima’siy 
three-fourths of the total shipments of 
fresh fruits for the United States 
originated in these six states. 

California leads in shipment. of 
vegetables, followed by New York 
state. Maine, Virginia. Minnescta. 
Florida, Texas, Colorado, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Idaho and New Jersey. 
These 12 states in the aggregate orig- 
inated nearly three-fourths of the to- 
tal shipments of fresh vegetables. 

Of the individual commodities, Cali- 
fornia ranks first in shipments of 
cherries, grapes, pears, plums an‘ 
prunes, lemons. oranges, eantaloupes. 
aspnoragus, enuliflower and lettuce It 
is also the largest shipper of mixed 
decidnous fruit and vegetables and of 
“other melons.” melons other than 
eantalonpes and watermelons, 

Florida leads the list in shipments 
of grapefruit, string beans, celery, cu- 
cumbers, eggplant, peppers and toma- 
toes, 

Georgia takes the lead in shipments 
of peaches and watermelons; Virginia 
in sweet potatoes ; Texas in spinach, 
and Tennessee in strawberries, 

Commodities such as apples, citrus 
fruits, and all vegetables with the ex- 


; ception of asparagus, are shipped to 


some extent in every. month of the 
vear, while such commodities as cher- 
ries, grapes, peaches, plums and 
prunes, cranberries, strawberries, me!- 
ons and asparagus, -have a. definite 
season, lasting generally from six to 
eight months.
